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AN all-out campaign to provide 
south-east London with two new 
crossings over the Thames is set 
to be launched. 

It is being led by the Royal Borough 
of Greenwich, working jointly with 
Newham Council north of the river. 
The aim is to cure the massive traffic 
congestion that currently means 
difficult journeys, delays, and leaves 
drivers and commuters fuming. 

The campaign aims to persuade 
Transport for London (TfL) to provide 
a new tunnel link from the Greenwich 
Peninsula, and a new bridge at 
Gallions Reach in Thamesmead. 

Campaigners say the two new 
crossings are the only long-term 
solution for what has held back 
prospects in south-east London for far 
too long. 

Transport for London is now 
consulting on possible new river 
crossings in this part of the capital. 
It’s widely recognised that new 
river crossings are needed to ease 
congestion and to stimulate growth 
both north and south of the river, and 
allow the capital to expand eastwards. 

Cllr Chris Roberts, leader of the royal 
borough, said: “New river crossings 
are vital for this part of London. For 
far too long we have put up with 
congestion, pollution and this barrier 
to growth. We badly need these long- 
term solutions to ease the pressure

Why was the 
post office 
demolished? 

NOW that the new Tesco 
is up and running, it’s 
even more of a mystery 
why Woolwich’s Victorian 
post office in General 
Gordon Square had to be 
demolished, since it has 
been replaced not by the 
shop itself, nor by flats, 
but by a grassy knoll with 
some trees. The post office 
was an irreplaceable part 
of Woolwich’s heritage 
and it makes no sense that 
it was destroyed when it 
was so near to the Royal 
Arsenal, where historical 
buildings are rightly 
treasured. Heritage should 
be protected throughout the 
borough. 

The building could easily 
have been converted into a 
cafe or deployed for some 
other useful purpose. Was 
it pulled down merely so 
that residents can enjoy 
an unimpeded view of the 
Tesco trade mark, slogan 
and opening hours? 

Prof. Danny Nicol, Plumstead 
TESCO replies: "The new 
square created in front of the 
store is only intended to be 
temporary. The demolition of 
the post office was required to 
introduce new routes through 
the site. The building had 
design merit, but did not have 
sufficient historical or design 
merit for a listing according to 
English Heritage."

on the Blackwall Tunnel and the Woolwich 
Ferry. The people of south-east London 
have been short-changed for too long while 
we wait for this issue to be addressed - 
and properly solved. The quick-fix ferry 
suggestion at Gallions Reach isn’t good 
enough - we need a proper long-term 
solution. 

“This isn’t just about making our 
immediate area better. London is 
expanding east, we need to manage that 
growth and ensure the right infrastructure 
is in place to make the most of south-east 
London’s potential.

Lottery promise for Winter 
Garden restoration project 


PLANS to restore the historic Winter 
Garden at Avery Hill are on course to 
become a reality. 

The University of Greenwich has 
received an early nod from the Heritage 
Lottery Fund (HLF) that it will support 
the conservation project to restore the 
Winter Garden to its full architectural and 
horticultural splendour. 

The university wants to conserve the 
building’s iron structure, dating back to 
1890, and fill it with lush new planting, 
recreating the original temperate 
style which once flourished 
there. 

The HLF has told the 
university that it is 
likely to support its £2.9 
million bid for a grant, 
and has awarded 
£192,000 to help firm 
up the proposals. 

The plans would 
also improve visitor 
facilities and create 
new learning and 
exhibition spaces. There 
would also be an extensive 
programme to help people 
understand the history of 
the elegant listed building and its 
gardens, as well as the man behind it 
all, Victorian entrepreneur Colonel John 
Thomas North. 

A heritage skills training programme, 
where volunteers could become involved 
in conserving the Mansion House archive, 
is one of several ideas to involve local 
people. They may also get opportunities 
to act as tour guides, collect oral histories,

and help stage exhibitions. 

The proposals include a new education 
programme for children and students. 
Two new apprentice gardeners may also 
be taken on, supported by volunteers. 

Opened in 1890, the Winter Garden is 
the second biggest glass house in the UK 
after the Temperate House at Kew. It was 
built as part of a grand mansion house for 
Colonel North and since 1906 has been a 
home for higher education, first 
as a teacher training college 
and, now, the University of 
Greenwich. 

University vice- 
chancellor Professor 
David Maguire said: 
“The Avery Hill 
Winter Garden is 
an outstanding 
example of Victorian 
architecture. For more 
than a century it has 
played an important 
part in local community 
life, as a place for friends 
and families - as well as 
students and staff - to meet and 
wonder at the spectacular gardens.” 

Sue Bowers, Head of HLF London, 
said: “Avery Hill Winter Garden is 
one of Eltham’s hidden treasures. The 
university’s initial plans are extremely 
promising and we look forward to 
working closely with them as the project 
progresses.”

"GLLaB were brilliant and supported us all 
the way along. We trained at other stores 
but we feel this one is officially 'ours'." 
Nineteen-year-old Kyeron Silk, from 
Plumstead, was up at 6am to set up the fish 
counter. 

"I used to be a chef, and Tesco sent me 
to Grimsby on a two-day training course 
where I learned how to cut and gut the fish. I 
reckon the new Tesco will help bring people 
into Woolwich from other areas."

IDENTIFYING tree species should be 
a walk in the park from now on, after 
a park Friends group launched a pair 
of mobile phone apps. 


The electronic devices give users a 
guided walking tour through Maryon 
Wilson Park, and even highlight the 
different trees en route. 

Tim Anderson, from the Friends of 
Maryon Parks told GT: “The Maryon 
Wilson family, who owned much of the 
land around Charlton planted one of 
every species of tree that grows in Britain 
in the park. 

“Our aim is to get people out and about 
enjoying the park and hopefully it will be 
educational too.” 

Both apps are free to download. One 
is a map of a route that is suitable for 
wheelchair users, and has 16 trees to find, 
the other is a hillier and more challenging 
walk with 21 species to discover. 

They are connected to Google maps, and 
a built-in compass in the app points users 
in the direction of the next tree on the 
route, and even shows how far away it is. 

“One user turned on the app when he 
was in Leeds, and the compass told him 
that the tree he was looking for was 200 
miles to the south!” Tim joked. 

The project is the result of six months 
work, and the group pooled their 
specialised skills to get the app off the 
drawing board and into the market place. 

“One of our members is interested in 
trees, so he helped get that information, 
and another knew how to program Google 
Maps. 

“There is also a leaflet which is available 
in libraries, Charlton House and the 
Eltham Centre, and we also have a 
website.” 

One of the apps, the ‘Maryon Wilson 
Tree Walk’ is available for the iPhone, 
the other, the ‘Maryon Wilson Park Tree 
Walk’ is for Android devices.

How the lettings policy works 

Housing applicants are placed within ‘Bands’ according 
to the Royal Borough of Greenwich’s policy for letting 
homes. Your band information is on the letter that the 
Council sent you when you registered, or when your 
circumstances changed. Property adverts say which band 
can apply and any other criteria. When all the bids are 
received, the property is then offered to: For properties 
advertised for band A and band B - the applicant who has 
had this priority status for the longest time. For properties 
advertised for band C applicants - the applicant who has 
been registered on the Council’s list for the longest time. 


BAND 

A is for applicants in unsatisfactory housing, including 
people moving due to demolition and those 
underoccupying their homes. 

B is for applicants the Royal Borough of Greenwich 
must prioritise according to the law, particularly 
homeless people, and others with an urgent need 
to move for medical or welfare reasons. 

C is for all applicants on the housing register, 

including those that are in priority bands A and B. 


How do I apply? 


Get on the list 

First, you’ve got to be on the housing waiting list to join the scheme. 
If you’re not, register an application on line at

Find your applicant number 

It will be on the letter you’ve already had from the Royal Borough 
of Greenwich about the new scheme. You’ll need that number and 
the reference number of the property you’re after, which will be on 
the paper advert.

FIFTEEN-year-old judo 
player Samantha Cabell 
seems to have a thing 
about gold.
